New Inspection Stations for City Cabs

The Tub and Limousine Commis¬ 
sion has chosen 10 new service sta¬ 
tions to inspect yellow oabe in re¬ 
sponse to widespread corruption 
allegations against the previously li¬ 
censed operators, TLC Chairman Gor¬ 
man Gilbert said yesterday. 

Taxi owners, however, said they ex¬ 
pected price-gouging and demands for 
bribes to continue until the TLC pro¬ 
hibits the stations from doing both the 
Inspection *ad the repair* on a cab. 

Until now, the commission had auto¬ 
matically renewed the licenses of 15 


service stations, which for years have 
conducted the required three-month 
inspections of the city's 11,787 taxis. 
Many cabbies complain that because 
the stations axe allowed to charge only 
$5 per Inspection, tho operators jack up 
their profits by demanding unneces¬ 
sary repairs to be done by their own 
staff at often-exorbitant prices. 

'The important thing about the new 
system is that licensee will be re¬ 
viewed yearly," mud Gilbert "No long¬ 
er will people be adopted for life 

The commission has created a hot¬

Esposito is charged with paying for 
Biaggi and a woman friend to vacation 
at a Florida health spa in 1984 and 
with arranging to pay fer a second trip 
a year later as part of an alleged 
agreement in which Biaggi used his 
influence to help Coastal. As part of 
the alleged conspiracy, the indictment 
said, Esposito also treated Biaggi and 
the woman, Barbara Barlow, to a five- 


day trip to St. Maarten. 

In their opening statements, defense 
attorneys described the two defen¬ 
dants as longtime friends who helped 
Coastal out of a desire to save the com¬ 
pany — a major employer in Brooklyn 
with 2,000 employees — and help the 
community. 

"Mario Biaggi was indicted essen¬ 
tially because he was doing his job,” 
said Biaggi's attorney, Barry Slotniek. 

Esposito's attorney, Edward 
Brodsky, called his client a "savvy po¬ 
litical figure” who often treated 
friends aim public figures to trips and 
other forms of entertainment. 

"If Meads Esposito wants to ask a 
congressman to do something that is 
perfectly proper to do, knowing all 
these politicians, he doesn't, have to 
pay him a bribe to do something that 
is perfectly proper in the first mace,’’ 
Brodsky said. 

McDonald said Esposito sought 
Biaggi’s assistance in 1984 to help 
Coastal with problems it was having 
with the city—which was considering 
evicting Coastal from the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard for nonpayment of utility 
bills — and with the Navy, which was 
disputing payment claims filed by 
Coastal.

Blaggl’s four children, Jac¬ 
queline, Barbara, Mario Jr., 
and Richard, who feces rack¬ 
eteering charges with his fa¬ 
ther in Manhattan stemming 
fromtbeWedtech scandal, 
were among the spectators 
who. fitted the courtroom of 
Chief Judge Jack Weinstein.

“That’s what this case is all 
about,” said McDonald, “the 
way in which Meade Esposito 
turned to Mario Biaggi, the 
corrupt way, and the corrupt 
way in which Biaggi allowed 
himself to be compromised.” 

McDonald described Espo¬ 
sito as an “old deal maker” 
who “expects something in 
return for everything he 
does.” 

‘Free vacations’ 

“We’re not saying there’s 
something wrong with a con¬ 
gressman helping a financial¬ 
ly troubled company, it’s why 
he helped Coastal, You’ll find 
that he helped because Espo¬ 
sito asked him and because 
he gave him free vacations,” 
McDonald said. 

Esposito is charged with 
paying for a 1984 Florida va¬ 
cation for Biaggi and former 
model Barbara Barlow and 
agreeing to pay for one the 
couple took the fallowing 
year. In return, Biaggi alleg¬ 
edly agreed to use his con- 
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gressional influence on be¬ 
half of Coastal, which went 
bankrupt last year owing 
Esposito’s insurance firm 
-.$813,000 in -premiums. 

in his remarks, Slotnick im¬ 
plored the jurors not to hold 
Biaggi’s extramarital rela¬ 
tionship with Barlow against 
hltn “The fact that Congress¬ 
man Biaggi traveled with a 
‘ woman who is not his wife is 
not part of this case,” said 
Slotnick. j »
